residence built bv my father, in which 
I was born and in which I hope to at 
last die, is in sight of us.

BY SAILORS SHIPWRECKED IN 
THE PACIFIC QCEAN. 


TWO OF SURVIVORS SUCCUMB 


Craft Containing 8ix Unfortunate 
Men Picked Up by British Vessel 
After They Had Undergone 
Intenee Suffering. 


New York.—A tale of the sea. rival 
In horror and hardship any trag 
ady bf the deep ever told, was brought 
Here the other day by William Kuhi- 
tsann, a seaman, who was a passenger 
on the steamer Voltaire from South 
American ports. 

Kuhlmann Is one of six survivors of 
the crew of the American ship Tlllie 
E. Starbuck, which was abandoned 
last August more thaD a thousand 
miles ofT the Pacific coast of South 
America. He and his companions 
were rescued by a British ship after 
drifting about on the ocean for eight 
weeks in an open boat. 

Two of the six men who had lived 
so long In the little craft died after 
succor had come to them, and Kuhl- 
mann spent many weeks in a hospital

Every month's delay in placing 
wood pulp on the free list, the Chicago 
Journal points out, increases the diffl' 
cuttles in adjusting the sources of 
wood pulp supply. It continues: 

"For Instance, the Ontario govern¬ 
ment has Just laid down the principle 
that, in selling wood pulp limits, there 
must be a proviso that the pulp is 
manufactured into paper within the 
province. This is to benefit Canadian 
labor. The province will welcome 
American capital into converting 
spruce trees into .paper, but the work 
must be done on Canadian soil. We 
have previously no red growing restrlc- 
tions. on similar lines, by the provin¬ 
cial governments of Quebec, New 
Brunswick and British Columbia. 

"While yet these new barriers are 
being raised, our tariff ’standpatters’ 
calmly ignore the pressing demand 
from all sections of the United States 
for the removal of wood pulp duties. 
They are not unaware of Canada s 
readiness to take advantage of present 
delay. The more ra'pttlix our own for¬ 
ests are dopleted'ffie more profit docs 
Canada expect from her coming bar¬ 
gain to supply our deficiencies. This- 
is but one instance of what American 
’cohsutpers must pay in order that 
their tariff overlords my build up 
great private fortunes."
